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Applicant's request for consideration, has been reviewed by the examiner, 
however, the examiner found the argument not persuasive for the following 
reasons. 

On page 3, second paragraph of response to after final rejection, applicant 
argued that Yamada et al. does not teach applicant claim feature of " a 
communication terminal apparatus that transmits a signal using an error coding 
scheme and a modulation scheme indicated by a selected based station 
apparatus." 

The examiner disagrees. Yamada teaches a communication terminal 
apparatus (base stations #1 and 2) that transmit and receives data or voice , 
transmits signals processed frames according to CRC coding and error 
correction coding , modulating circuit for modulating transmission data through 
antenna 6 (see column 3, lines 5-14 and column 3, lines 25-33).
